Your letter of October Ith wnich I have just received, 
has nearly stunned me, I say nearly, because I had already long ago 
tne impression that you are proceeding with me in a manner that does 
not suit me at all, You say that I should treat your letter "privat- 
issime." You are right, because if I would show it to my friends they 
might have a curious impression as to your opinion of my humble self. 

I really do not understand why you should treat me like 
this! Since a few years you have earned from me for certificates and 
thorough me many thousands of dollars, I have probably bought from you 
more pictures than anybody else and I am sure that you cannot accuse 
me of ever having treated you incorrectly or ever did to you even the 
sligntest harm, It is unfortunate that you should pick me out spec- 
ially and try to cause damage to me whenever you see an opportunity. 

I do not understand your mentality, 

If you do not know it then better inquire and you will 
find out that I have been buying and selling old pictures since more 
than forty years, I may say tnat I have been successful and that 
there are many people in the world who rely on my opinion rather than 
on the opinion of certain "experte." You ought to know because you 
have seen me at work, that I know to judge an old picture and that 
tnere is no expert in the world who can make me believe that an X is 
a U. I may not be able to say off-hand in case of Italian Primitives 
who the Master is and I cannot perhaps call him by his name at once, 
but what I know is the period in wnich a picture has been painted and 
whether it is an original or a copy. 

Now you go ahead and start some trouble witn me again, 
because you found a similar portrait somewhere for a few thousand 
Frances, and you have the boldness- nay, the "naivite" to say that your 
picture is the original and my picture a copy, adding that the ”"land- 
scape has been added in the background of my picture." Are you 80 
childish, I must ask, to think for one moment that you could make me 
believe it? 

; If I would show your letter to any honest impartial per- 
son, he would simply laugh, because your letter contains the proof 
that you want to create for your picture an atmosphere of genuineness 
and for my picture an impression tnat it is a copy, All of this, be- 
cause you want to save your miserable few thousand Frances! You know 


-what an honest business man calls this? I nate to tell it to you!

I really do not understand why you should have made such 
an effort to discredit my picture for the sake of yours, Isn't it 
poesible that a painter has made two portraits of the same prominent 
man? Why should one be the copy of another? You must know that pro- 
minent personages have been painted by the same Master several times, 
and some Princes have been painted by several Mastere several times, 

With my experience, and not by working with photographs, 
I tell you that my portrait ig absolutely genuine, The Landscape is a 
little gem and in perfect state of preservation, At the same time I 
do not doubt the authenticity of your picture although I have not seen 
it. Why should you knock mine? 

I will quote to you the summing-up passage of your own 
opinion regarding my portrait: 


"It must be, as already said, en early work by 
Buonconsiglio, painted shortly after he had 
settled in Venice, It has all the charm and 
minute care of a youthful creation, and is in 
this respect rather different from most of 
Buonconsiglio's later pitures which are more 
broadly executed, It is extremely interegst- 
ing to find a picture that by its essential 
characterietice confirms what we know about the 
evolution of an important painter but at the 
fame time through its unusval fine artistic 
quality lifts the master to a higher level 
than the one at wnich we knew him before, The 
close relation in style between this portrait 
end the signed one in the Capitoline Museum 
in Rome cannot obscure the fact that this ig 
a finer and more attractive creation, one in 
which the genius of the master has expressed 
itself in a more pleasant and harmoniuse form, 
It takes its place among the finest Venitian 
portraits of the Quattrocento and is hardly 
surpassed by any as pure and beautiful painting." 


If you change around your ideas this way, what are they 
worth? Still, I will not return to you your opinion, but I will attach 
to it your letter and the copy of mine, 

The fact is that you are a young man who has not the con- 
victions of his own opinion, it seems to me,and besides you think that 
everybody else is a "damn fool"; but if you think that you can jump a- 
round with me this way, you are badly mistaken, 

In spite of all this, if you come to New York and you see 
my picture again, you must admit that your letter of October 9th is 
based on a mistake, that is, if you are sincere, 

I will not buy pictures from photographs and therefore you 
will have to send me your pictures for inspection before I buy them, 

In conclusion I want to say that I have not the least intention in the

best friends in reference to pictures. But why should that be taken as an offen: 
Ky endeavour is to be sincere in the first place, and I amn ready to admit ny 
mistakes, if I learn that I have been wrong. 

oHas it never happened to ycu that you rave changed your opinion about some 
picture after you have seen some other picture(previously unknown to you) which 
in one way or other bears some direct relation to the first picture? I could 
quote several examples to illustrate such a case but yoy will understand me 
without any lengthy explanations. Now, that is what medtas to me,and I told i! 
you klirr at once straisht forward. Your picture seemed to me painted after the 
one I found in Paris. Why should this opinion offend you.: You may contenrd it, 
you may neglect it,and say that I am utterly wrong —- that does not offend me.
